Throughout lis national history llip United 
States haa pursued a policy ol Ciulstlaii for- 
giveness toward peoples It has viinqiil.slied on 
the battlefield. It has made no exception 
even In the current ca.scs oI iho bestial Gw 
mans and fanatic Japanese who set nut 
Jointly, to rule the world. These defeated 
enemies, not only ol the United states but of 
mankind Itself, have been accord^ a kindly 
consideration which Is, under the clrcum 
stances, little short of incredible. 

They have been fed, clothed, and housed 
by the American occupation forces. They 
have been entertained, befriended, pampered 
by Americana. They have been encouraeed 
and aided In the cjcercL-ie of their "Inalienable 
and free franchise" — a franchise they never 
before have, in truth, known. 

Curious consideration, this. But admittedly 
oh-so-compllmentary to the American sys- 
tem of fair play, to the new world tradltlor 
of the gogd-natured pat on the back accord- 
ed the loser at the end of the game. No 
nation could fall to appreciate It, or to swear 
eternal admiration for so generou."; a victor. 
Or could it? 

Whatever the p.iyeholoRlcal explanation, 
the bald fact Is thi.s: Germany and Japan 
not only do not love us for our kindness, but 
they actually despise us all the more for It — 
and they sec In It an element of weakne.sfi 
which gives them the hope of bloody venge- 
ance In thi; future. 

SlRn.'; of that unrca.sonlng hatred, care- 
fully camoiiflaficd at first, have become in- 
creaslncly evident In Europe and In Asia 
these pa.sL few months, as the secmlnnly-un- 
shakable American generosity has dl.spelled 
Initial fear and original preoccupation with 
Individual self-lntere.it. And at Landsberg, 
Germany, the other day, the phenomenon 
flared Into violent explosion for all the world 
to see. German rioters screamed "(!^sInpo" 
and "S. S. swine" at American military police 
who attempted to quiet them. 

Prom the circumstance that the rioters 
were Jews held at a dlsplaced-peraons camp, 
It la easy to predict what the predominant 
American reaction will be. Our government 
win Indignantly be told that it must hasten 
liberation of "Innocent" D. P.'s, and our 
people will be told that the ba-slc cause was 
hunger, which we must relieve with food from 
our own tables If we are not to be held per- 
sonally responsible for a .savage revival of 
bloodshed throughout Europe, 

But the people have been hungry before. 
Tot they didn't riot under Hitler bscause 
they considered themselves fortunate Indeed 
to be alive, and understood full well that 
death would be the penalty tor any violent 
attempt to Improve their situation. And 
they're far hungrier In the Russian zone of 
occupation, yet they don't riot there, for the 
same sufficient reason. 

Uncle Sam, though. Is different. He'll take 
all the foul abuse they care to heap on him — 
take It and apologize for the audience. 

Let no one mistake the tremendous sig- 
nificance of this event. German burghers, the 
common people of Japan, people all over the 
world are watchlhg closely. The ghost of 
Adolf Hitler Is rocking with laughter. And 
the specter of the last great war grows ever 
closer. 

We think It's time for the United Slates to 
end this comedy of errors which springs from 
the best of Intentions, but which none the 
less surely points to the most tragic of con- 
sequences. We think it's time for Uncle Sam 
to get rough.
